WASHINGTON — Neil H. Mc- 
Elroy bowed to Sen. Russell 
Wednesday and offered written 
assurance that no military chief 
would be punished for opposing 
President -Eisenhower on Penta- 
gon reorganization. 


The Secretary of Defense re- 
served, however, the right to be 
“disappointed or regretful’ when- 
ever such opposition occurred. 

This settled to Sen. Russell’s 
satisfaction the dispute about 
whether McElroy had meant to 
rebuke Adm. Arleigh A. Burke 
for testifying against the Presi- 
dent’s plan, and the hearings 
may now resume their normal 
course. 

Russell, the Georgia Democrat 
who heads the Senate Armed 
Forces Committee, announced 
that he was prepared to go ahead, 
probably next week, with testi- 
mony from Gen. Maxwell D. Tay- 
lor, Army Chief of Staff, and Gen. 
Randolph McC. Pate, Comman- 
dant of the Marine Corps. 


DEMANDED ASSURANCE 


Presentation .of their testimony 
had been suspended after McEl- 
roy last weekend had criticized 
Adm. Burke for failing to agree 
with the President when he testi- 
fied on reorganization. 

Sen. Russell has demanded 
“clear and unequivocal’’ assur- 
ance from McElroy that military 
witnesses would be free to testi- 
fy candidly without threat of re- 
taliation.

In another development, Ferdi- 
nand Eberstadt, New York in- 
vestment banker and associate of 
the late James P. Forrestal in 
earlier unification struggles, testi- 
fied that he was opposed to the 
high degree of centralization that 
would come from acceptance of 
administration proposals.

WASHINGTON — House leaders 
were under heavy and growing 
pressure Wednesday to stage a 
tactical retreat from their posi- 
tion against any tax cuts this 
session. 

\ While the leaders were stand. 
ing fast, at least for the moment, 
there was an increasing possibil- 
ity of a compromise with the 
Senate on the issue of repealing 
federal transportation taxes. 
Robert B. Anderson, secretary 
of the Treasury, called on speak- 
er Sam Rayburn of the House and 
several other key legislators Wed- 
nesday in an effort to strengthen 
opposition to a tax-cutting drive 
inspired largely by the railroad 
industry. 


GAINS SUPPORTS 
The industry’s chief aim—re- 
peal of the 3 per cent tax on 


freight transportation—has gained 
wide rank-and-file support in both 
parties. 

Leaders consequently are faced 
with a possible revolt against the 
hold-the-line policy. 

The House has passed a bill for 
a one-year extension of corpora- 
tion and excise (sales) taxes 
scheduled for automatic reduc- 
tion at midnight Monday under 
present law. 

The Senate tacked on provisions 

for the repeal of both the 3 per 
cent freight tax and the 10 per 
cent levy on personal travel. 
A Senate-House conference com- 
mittee will meet Thursday in an 
attempt to reconcile differences 
between the two version. 


MUCH OPPOSITION 


A majority of both the House 
and Senate conferees have regis- 
tered their opposition to the Sen- 
ate amendments. But they are 
keenly aware that if they elimi- 
nated both repeal provisions the 
House or Senate might reject the 
conference report. 

In the House, some rank-and- 
file Democrats were threatening 
such a move if the conferees 
failed to produce a compromise 
bill. 

Their strategy is to force the 
conferees to accept the freight- 
tax repealer. If this is not done, 
they said, they will propose re- 
jection of the conference report 
when it reaches the floor and fol- 
low this with a motion to accept 
both Senate amendments.

Senator James 
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Cook Is ‘Delighted’ 
To Pass the Buck 


It is encouraging that Atty. Gen. Eu- 
gene Cook is “delighted” that Fulton 
County is setting up and financing in- 
vestigative machinery to do his (Mr. 
Cook’s) job. 

Not that Fulton County does not have a 
responsibility—it does. But Mr. Cook is 
elected by the taxpayers of Georgia and 
his office is financed from public funds 
to protect the people from abuses and 
wrongdoing in state government at the 
state level. 

Would Mr. Cook have every county in 
Georgia set up special mdchinery, fi- 
nanced with local funds, to do the job 
with which his office is charged? 

Apparently so. He says he has always 
felt that the “primary responsibility” for 
such investigations rested with “the lo- 
cally elected solicitor general and grand 
jury.” And from his actions these last few 
years, one can only conclude he means 
it and follows the policy in practice. 

Local courts have looked to Mr. Cook 
for guidance and to take initiative in such 
matters. They have argued that certain 
cases were not within their jurisdiction 
but were in the province of the attorney 
general. This has resulted in growth of in- 
credibly lax operations within state gov- 
ernment, with no court willing to accept 
authority to serve as watchdog over state 
affairs. 

If Mr. Cook is abdicating completely 
the duties of his office to investigate and 
curb wrongdoing within state govern- 
ment, it is up to solicitors general and 
grand juries to do their utmost within 
their jurisdictions to protect the people. 
And if Mr. Cook’s office cannot perform 
the duties for which he and his staff 
are paid, then perhaps the state will 
make special appropriations available to 
Fulton and other counties to help them 
do the job. 

At any rate, we are pleased that Mr. 
Cook approves the Fulton County action 
in setting up a special $50,000 fund from 
local tax sources to do his work for him. 
We trust that as alleged head of the Geor- 
gia Department of Law he will help and 
not hinder A. Paul Cadenhead and the 
Fulton solicitor general in this task. 


Meanwhile, all citizens who have in- 
formation about law violations in opera- 
tion of state government have a duty to 
themselves and their state to give that in- 
formation to Mr. Cadenhead and his staff. 
They need it if they are to do a thorough 
job.

Yesterday Gov. Griffin, too, issued 
one of his typical statements welcoming 
“any investigation” except those which 
are “predicated by politics and witch 
hunts for political reasons.” 

The governor, apparently quite un- 
aware that Mr. Cook had issued a con- 
trary opinion, added that the attorney 
general has full power to investigate and 
“has my full cooperation.” 


As for the. statement that all records 
and transactions are always open for any 
citizen to see, this should be referred to 
department heads. As a typical example, 
nobody yet knows who among the gov- 
ernor’s “friends” share in the state insur- 
ance bounty. 

Noted for his diversionary tactics, the 
governor has issued frequent pious state- 
ments calling for housecleaning while 
bitterly attacking those who've exposed 
wrongdoing, throwing roadblocks in the 
way of investigators and upholding those 
who've been exposed. Yesterday’s was 
right in the pattern.

Burke May Have Hurt 
Chances for Unification 


All this furor over Secretary of De- 
fense McElroy’s alleged reprimand of 
Adm. Burke, Navy chief of staff, could be 
classified as a tempest in a teapot were 
it not for the fact that the admiral prob- 
ably again has torpedoed any chances for 
real armed forces unification. 


It will be remembered, of course, that 
it was Adm. Radford, assisted by Burke 
and cohorts, who once before defeated the 
aims of unification under the Truman 
administration. Their efforts resulted in 
the present unworkable system which has 
cost American taxpayers billions in waste 
and inefficiency in the defense establish- 
ment and resulted in dangerous gaps in 
the defense structure. 


Once again the concept of unified 
command is being sacrificed to political 
pressures brought about by interservice 
rivalries. Instead of unification, we have 


the prospect of a continuation of three. 


separately administered services. We still 
seemingly will have a secretary of defense 
who is comparatively powerless to super- 
vise the three military departments under 
a contradictory arrangement that just 
yon't work. .

The State School Building Authority 
is withholding funds from Terrell County 
until items of modern office and home 
economics equipment taken from new 
Negro schools are replaced. ‘ 


The Terrell board denies the transfer 
was biased. The State Building Author- 
ity says “Put it back.” 


The Terrell situation is embarrassing 
to those Georgians who are saying, “We 
can handle our own education problems. 
We can fulfill our obligations under a 
separate but equal doctrine.” 


The State Building Authority is mak- 
ing Negro schools équal and in some cases 
better, because the new schools are mod- 
ern, as they should be. 

Fairminded Georgians rejoice that 
the Negroes have those new schools with 
good equipment. They have waited a 
long time. 

Yet in some counties there have been 
proposals that the new schools be given 
to the whites and that the Negroes take 
the ones the whites have been using. 


Other counties have asked for permis- 
sion to transfer the modern equipment 
from the Negro schools to the white. 


Permission has not been given. In the 
name of justice it must not be. 


The State Building Authority and the 
State Education Department aim to see 
that it is not. For that they both deserve 
commendation and full support.

Athenian Sides With Farmers in Georgia 


In Dispute About Pricing of Tomatoes 


Athens—No wonder the small 
farmers in Georgia are up in 
arms. I refer to your editorial 
about tomato prices. 

The farmer set out his tomato 
plants, nurtured their growth 
carefully and harvested them 
with his own hands in many in- 
stances. Now he brings them to 
market and what does he get? 
Only 1% to 3 cents a pound. 

The retailer then takes the to- 
matoes and sells them to the 
consumer for 19 to 27 cents a 
pound. 

It doésn’t take an economist to 
figure out something is wrong in 
this pricing setup. 

If you figure the cost of market- 
ing tomatoes at 50 per cent of 
the retail price of 27 cents, the 
farmer-producer should receive 
not less than 13% cents a pound. 

I realize the retailer has to 
cull the tomatoes and throw away 
some. But assuming the retailer 
throws away every other pound, 
the retail price of 27 cents 
spread over the two pounds would 
average out to 13% cents a 
pound. In this case it seems to 
me the irreducible minimum 
“fair” price for the farmer would 
be seven cents a pound. 

Sticky prices are one of the 
mixed blessings of the ‘‘mixed’’ 
economy. 

But when they get stuck at both 
ends of the farmer-to-retailer-to- 
consumer chain, something should 
be done about it.

He says, “The wife does not 
read the editorial page but turns 
to the educational page with 
Moon and Kayo and Snuffy Smith, 
so she will never know I ever 
thought about ‘Tying the 
Leaves.’ ”’

They question whether it is right 
to bring children into a world that 
has so many more and bigger 
problems than at the time of 
World War I. For young people 
who feel that way, I want to pass

WASHINGTON—It is easy to poke fun at the 
unhorsed crusaders in the administration, but 
this is not goigg to help govern the country for 


ating Mr. Adams’ mistake. Neu- 
berger is pointing out that ‘Mr. 
Adams is the victim of a system”’ 
under which the spending of large 
sums of money on politics and 
on politicians is widely taken for 
granted and he would like to see 
the politicians do a little some- 
thing about the system itself.

flict of interest’ to thefnsel ves 
that they apply to others in gov- 
ernment and provide for disclo- 
sure of their own gifts and out- 
side income?

Nor is 
everything going to get better by 
dismissing Adarns and voting the 
Democrats into power witii whop- 
ping majorities next November. 

When President Eisenhower 
said, “I need him,” 


ministration. Nor can the elector- 
ate help much by creating vast 
Democratic majorities in the Con- 
gress this November. More than 
likely this would merely add to 
the paralysis for the last two 
years of the administration. 


If, however, the electorate does 
return Democratic majorities 
egain in both hcuses, the Presi- 
dent might at least take this as 
an expression of the national 
will and rebuild his Cabinet on a 
national nonpartisan basis. This 
at least would help create a 
sense of new beginning. 


Meanwhile, a more reflective 
and honest look at Washington 
is probably in order. The nation 
is criticizing the capital severely 
—and may have to keep it up 
to make Eisenhower and Adams 
stop sulking—but Washington is, 
after all, merely a mirror of the 
nation itself. 

It may magnify or distort the 
nation’s image of itself, but it is 
reflecting and not creating some- 
thing of its own. 

The nation admires personality 
more than it does wisdom and 
Washington dramatizes this fact 
by displaying at the very pin- 
nacle of the government the very 
symbol of our own “‘cult of per- 
sonality,” President Eisenhower.

PARIS—Premier de Gaulle took

The premier and his ministers, 
in an informal session, approved | 
the drafts of three decrees on 
organization of governmental 
mechanisms in the Algerian de- 
partments, racked by a national- 
ist revolt since November, 1954. 
The text of the decrees was 
not made public pending approv- 
al by a formal cabinet meeting 
Saturday. Enough was known of 
their substance, however, to in- 
dicate that the objective was 
to water down substantially the 
unchallenged military control that 
has resulted from the upheavals 
in France and Algeria during 
the last six weeks. 


ACTION AGENT 


The first decree would make 
Rene Brouillet, civilian secretary 
general for Algeria, the central 
coordinating agent for all action 
in Algeria under the direct su- 
pervision of De Gaulle, who has 
assumed the function of minister 
for Algeria. 

Thus, in plans announced Tues- 
day for the exploitation of one 
department of Algeria as a model 
of economic and social develop- 
ment, Brouillet would enlist and 
coordinate the actions of all min- 
isters — construction, education, 
industry and others—to this end. 

The second draft decree speci- 
fies the manner in which Gen. 
Raoul Salan should exercise the 
full military and civil power in 
Algeria first granted to him by 
Pierre Pflimlin, premier, at the 
height of the May crisis, then 
confirmed by De Gaulle after his 
investiture as premier June 1. | 

On the civil side the decree | 
deals with the regrouping of all | 
the services on a centralized ba- 
sis, the nomination of a deputy

The generals exercis- 
ing civil powers—Paul Allard in 
the Algiers region, Jean Rethore 
in the Oran region and Jean 
Gilles in the Constantine region— 
would be authorized to delegate 
civilian functions to deputies. It 
was not specified whether the 
deputies should be military or 
civilian.

WASHINGTON (AP)—A bill di- 
recting the secretary of agricul- 
ture to set up a food stamp plan 
to provide free food to the needy 
was approved Wednesday by a 
House Agriculture Committee 
meeting boycotted by Republican 
members. 


The vote was 18-1, the lone dis- 
senter being the only Republican 
present, Rep. Robert D. Harrison 
of Nebraska. 

Republicans on the committee 
walked out of a session Tuesday 
when Chairman Harold Cooley 
(DNC) called for a voté on the 
bill. Several said they considered 
the measure impractical and too 
costly. 

Under the plan, farm prodticts 
would be made available to low 
income and needy groups. The 
plan would be financed by direct 
appropriations by Congress. The 
money would redeem food stamps 
issued by welfare agencies to cer- 
tified needy people, who could ex- 
change them for food at grocery 
stores. : 

The bill would leave details of 


the operation largely to the dis- | 


cretion of the secretary of agricul- 
ture. This is in line with Secre- 
tary Benson’s recommendation to 
Congress last year. 

Cooley, commenting on the Re- 
publicans’. action, said he didn’t 
know whether they are willing to 
trust their own secretary or not.

LEAN BEEF SCARCE 


Mrs. Betty Alexander, exten- 
sion consumer information spe- 
cialist, reports that the beef 
coming to the market at this 
time is of high quality. This 
means that a good amount of fat 
is mingled with the lean, mak- 
ing it more tender. 

Normally lean-type beef is at 
least 10 cents a pound cheaper 
than beef-containing more fat.

However, at this time there is 
a shortage of the leaner-type 
beef which causes it to bring 
more money. If you are accus- 
tomed to buying leaner beef, 


you may enjoy a change in 
flavor by trying the U.S. choice 
grade for a few cents more per 
pound. 

Turkeys make big news this 
week, just in time for the Fourth 
of July. They are the leading 
poultry buy in many of the mar- 
kets since prices are low and 
supplies are plentiful. Broiler- 


fryers remain steady in price 
and in good supply.

Remember, buy 
new potatoes in limited quanti- 
ties that can be used in a short 
time. The water content of new 
potatoes at this season prevents 
successful storage for a long 
period of time. Okra, butter 
beans, squash and cucumbers 
are wearing cheaper price tags, 
and the quality is improving 
from day to day. 


FRESH TOMATOES 


Some of those garden fresh 
tomatoes may get caught in a 


can along the way, but even 
so there should be plenty left to 
spotlight summer meals. Fresh, 
red, juicy tomatoes are on the 
market from our own growers, 
and the bright red color is an 
indication that the tomatoes are 
ripe and ready to eat. 

Look for tomatoes that are 
firm, but not overripe, and are 
at least fairly well formed. They 
should be plump, smooth, a good 
red color and free from blem- 
ishes. 

Tomatoes are high in vitamins 
C and A, and low in calories. 
One medium-sized tomato, raw, 
provides almost half of the vita- 
min C for the day, plus about 
one-third of the vitamin A. To- 
matoes in their raw state are 
at their highest in nutritive 
value. 


TRY COOKING 


Try cooking tomatoes for a 
change of pace in summertime: 
FRIED TOMATOES: Slice 6 
medium - sized tomatoes about 
16-inch thick. Dip in mixture of 
4% cup. fine, dry bread crumbs 


or flour, 4% teaspoon salt and a 


little pepper. Cook in a small | 


amount of fat until brown on 
both sides. 


BROILED TOMATOES: Wash 
6 medium-sized tomatoes and 
remove stem ends. Cut toma- 
toes in two, and place cut side 
up in shallow pan or on broiling 
pan. Brush with melted fat and 
sprinkle with salt and pepper. 
Place under direct heat with top 
of tomatoes about three inches 
below tip of flame or broiler 
units. Broil until tender, 10 to 15 
minutes for ripe tomatoes, 15 to 
25 minutes for green. If desired, 
sprinkle with fine bread crumbs 
or grated cheese for the last few 
minutes of broiling. 

BAKED TOMATOES: Wash 
and remove stem ends of six 
medium-sized tomatoes, ripe or 
green. Place in a baking dish, 
brush with melted fat, and 
sprinkle with salt and pepper. 
Add just enough hot water to 
cover bottom of dish. Bake in a 
moderately hot oven 375 degrees 
until tender. About 30 minutes 
for ripe tomatoes, about 45 min- 
utes for green.

I told him I was 
feeling all right. He said: “You're from Georgia?’ and I told him I 
was. He said: ‘What do your people in Georgia think of me?’ I 
didn’t know who he was talking about, my folks I work for or either 
my friends, so I told him, I said: ‘Everybody I work for, they all 
like you fine.’ (There was just one man I worked for that hated him 
but I wouldn’t have hurted the President’s feelings for THAT man— 
he was the sorriest man God ever strung a gut to. Which of course 
President Roosevelt already knew there was plenty of people didn’t 
like him, but I wouldn’t have told him about this one for anything.) 
‘For myself and my children and my friends,’ I said, ‘we're just 
crazy about you. We all love you.’ ”’ 

With prodding from her white employer she told the President 
why—‘‘the project” into which she and her children had moved in 
Atlanta. (““Before we had a place in the project, the house we was 
living in, I could lay in the bed and look up and see the buzzards 
and birds and hawks flying, and in bad weather just as much rain 
would come in my face as would be outdoors.”’) 

The other men in the car laughed but President Roosevelt lis- 
tened. and smiled and did not turn loose of her hand.

Anybody who reads it is bound to feel just as Willie Mae feels, 
for Elizabeth Kytle has set down truly and magnificently how it is 
to be on the other side of a Negro woman’s skin.

and Tifton and Newnan, weathered the depression in Atlanta, knew | 


good times and bad and somehow emerged from every situation 
with her humor, her wide compassion and her plain common sense 
unimpaired. 

I told you last spring that ‘Willie Mae’’ was coming and I can’t 
help crowing a little because I knew then what all the big city re- 
viewers are just now finding out. I knew “Willie Mae’’ was going 
to be GOOD! It is, too. Georgians have reason to be proud that one 
of their number, the former Elizabeth Larisey of Valdosta and At- 
lanta, is the first white writer to achieve what even the best Negro 
writers have trouble getting over—what it’s really like with them. 

Elizabeth has attempted no “message.” She has simply set 
down things as they appeared to Willie Mae, who is, of course, a 
real person, still living, it happens, in Atlanta. (Elizabeth and her 
husband, Calvin Kytle, now live in Columbus, Ohio.) 


The opening paragraphs might mislead casual skimmers into 


thinking “Willie Mae” is a book about segregation. It’s not. It be- 
gins: “Things have come to a mighty sorry pass when here I am, 
at my age and in my condition, packing up every Lord’s thing I 
own and fixing to leave Georgia for good and all. It always has 
been a hard row to hoe for colored folks but now Herman Talmadge 
has done got himself elected governor, it’s the frying pan AND 
the fire.’’ 


That statement might antagonize some Talmadge stalwarts but | 


probably not many who read on into the book because it’s an atti- 


tude so natural for Willie Mae. Anyhow, it would be a mistake to | 
stop there because your politics don’t jibe with Willie Mae’s. You'd | 
deprive yourself of a lively, moving, sometimes funny, sometimes |

“We took our time because we knew the school was there. Red 
put on a spoon, threw it to the right place and let it touch the bot- 
tom.

‘Red landed the bass, and while I was netting it, the three fish- 
ermen in the boat moved in toward us. I tried to wave them around, 
but they wouldn’t wave. They came right on in, threw their anchor 
overboard into the middle of the school, exactly where Red had 
caught his bass. ) 

“We'd have been glad to let them come around and anchor 
close enough to cast into that school, because there were enough 
fish for everyone. But they flushed the school off the point. We 
didn’t get another fish and they didn’t, either.”’ 

I don’t know the fellow who was telling the story, and, of course, 
have no idea who dropped the anchor into his school of fish. Most 
fishermen do respect a guy’s unwritten right to a fishing hole he 
has found, unless he gets an invitation to move in quietly and join 
the fun. 


On the other hand, most anglers, when they see a boatman 
standing off, drooling like someone had turned the spigot in his sys- 
tem, will ask him to the party. I've said, and still believe, that 
instead of pure cussedness or maliciousness, it shows lack of experi- 
ence or ignorance of,the courtesy and sportsmanship which are 
supposed to go with fishing, when one boatman fouls up the angling 
of another. 


And I’m sure the quickest way.to learn those things is not by 
dropping your anchor in another guy’s school of fish, but to have 
him drop his anchor in yours.
